As insurgent 
milk producers in

agreed to increase the price to be 
paid to the producers, passing on 
to the consumer a one cent raise 
per quart. 
Kitty dairies in the north and 
west Chicago area selling milk at 
less than the code 
price of ten 
cents a quart were cited by Sec­ 
retary Wallace the same day to 
show 
cause why their 
licenses 
should not be revoked. 
Included in that list are two A r­ 
lington Heights stations; one Mc. 
Prospect, 
two 
DesPlaines, 
two 
Niles Center, three Niles and one 
Tessville. 
This action came 
as 
the farm adjustm ent adm inistra­ 
tion began a campaign to enforce 
government control of the Chicago 
milk m arket. 
In agreeing to increase the price 
of milk one cent a quart and the 
passing of that increase on to the 
farm ers, the distributors made it 
plain that they would not carry it 
out unless the agricultural admin­ 
istration at W ashington strictly 
enforces 
the m arket code, 
which 
up to now it has failed to do. 
A copy of the agreem ent for in­ 
creased price was rushed to W a ll­ 
ington yesterday in order to se­ 
cure the sanction of the govern­ 
ment at the earliest possible date. 
Milk Strike Starts 
There are several hundred milk 
producers in McHenry County who 
became im patient and unwilling to 
w ait for the promised raise, enter­ 
ed upon a strike Wednesday ana 
endeavored to withhold milk from 
their districts, by force if neces­ 
sary. 
Arraigned against them arc 
the officials and several thousand 
members of the Pure Milk Associa­ 
tion. The sheriffs of McHenry and 
Lake county have agreed to give 
urotection to the milk shipments, it 
C 
is asked. 
Strike 
leaders 
declared 
they 
were “sick and tired of government 
red tape” and wanted a better deal. 
They have demanded the abolition 
of the “base and surplus” system 
of paying for milk and a flat rate 
of $2.25 to $2.50 for IOO pounds. 
Top Price Now Is $1.75 
The highest price now being paid 
to fanners is $1.75 a hundred, and 
that only for milk placed in bottles 
for retail sale. That used for other 
purposes is classed as surplus and 
the return to the farm er on it is 
only 85 cents or thereabouts. The 
net result is that the average re­ 
turn on milk sent in under the 
agreem ent is around $1.25. 
It is expected that the increased 
price agreement 
will remedy the 
farm ers’ condition to .some extent 
but will not afford relief like that 
demanded by the strikers. 
At present, with fluid milk re­ 
tailing at IO cents a 
quart, the 
farm er is getting about 3.75 cents, 
the milk wagon driver about 3.2 
cents, and the distributor approxi­ 
mately 3.05 cents. From his share 
the distributor 
must 
cover the 
costs of 
transportation from the 
country receiving station, the price 
of bottles, the cost of pasteurizing 
and all overhead except the deliv­ 
ery labor. 
Would Raise Farm ers’ Share 
The new agreem ent contemplates 
raising the return 
to the farm er 
on milk soh! in 
bottles to about 
$2.05 a hundred. Actually a cent a 
quart would mean an increase of 
about 40 cents a hundred, but the 
fact that some fluid milk is sold in 
bulk to restaurants, hotels, etc., 
cuts the increase to about 30 cents. 
In addition, it was agreed that 
bulk cream would be more largely 
purchased in this area—that of the 
Pure Milk association membership 
—and at an increased price. 
The 
raise in cream prices would vary 
according to butterfat content, with 
40 per cent < 'nam being raised 20 
cents a gallon.

with restricted facilities for meet­ 
ing payrolls of the factories, North 
Central college and the schools. 
New deposits are said to total 
$200,000 since the holiday and to 
dem onstrate that the 6,000 persons 
residing in or near Naperville have 
use for a bank, with the nearest 
banking centers 
in Aurora 
and 
Wheaton. 
Business men. headed by County 
Judge Win G. Enoch, initiated the 
organization plans at a mass meet­ 
ing recently.. 
Other members of 
the committee were H. C. Williams, 
Thomas Finkbeiner, W. S. Freden- 
hagen. Mayor Alexander Crush, 
John Book. F. W. Boebel and Sup­ 
ervisor Adam Kohley. 
A later mass meeting was called 
by the committee to which 250 cit­ 
izens turned out. 
A group of 70 
agreed to make a house to house 
canvass to seek the sale of 1,000 
shares of stock to be priced at $65 
a share, $50 for capital, $10 for 
surplus and $5 for reserve. 
When the fund has been fully 
subscribed, the National bank de­ 
partm ent must approve the plan 
and personnel of the new bank’s 
officers. 
According to the present 
plana, 40 per cent of the old de­ 
posits will be liquidated through 
the new organization by collections 
on assets since the bank holiday, 
acceptable assets of both institu 
tions and an R. F. C. loan to each 
institution, secured by slow* assets.

Mr. Ixmis Pohiman stated Thurs­ 
day, “we all want more money for 
C 
ar milk, but there is a right and 
Ming way to get it. 
Our officers 
are doing their best. 
We can not 
afford to allow the disrupting of 
our association.” 
( onvictions which are expected 
to help greatly in discouraging cut­ 
throat competition for retail milk 
business as carried on by milk- 
stands at the outskirts of Chicago’s 
city limits, were announced this 
week. 
The Midwest Farm and Dairy 
Products Company, operating road­ 
side stands at Glenview and Tess- 
ville, were convicted and fined $60 
September 7, by a jury who found 
them guilty of selling unsanitary 
milk. 
State evidence showed that 
the milk was not only below health 
standards, but was also below qual­ 
ity standards, the butterfat content 
being lower than that required by 
state law. 
r( wenty-two other violators have 
asked for a jury trial and will ap­ 
pear before the court September 
13. 
These convictions confirm the 
Pure Milk,Association’s claim that 
the roadside stands not only con­ 
stitute an unfair competition, hut 
are a threat to the health of the 
city, and on this basis should not 
be tolerated. 
Once a milk-borne 
epidemic started, the consuming 
public would be suspicious of all 
milk to the detriment of dealers 
and producers who faithfully up­ 
hold quality and health standards.
